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Butter  can  be  made 

purely  and  simply. 


All  brands  of  butter 
are  made  the  same  way. 
The  exception  is  "cultured 
butter”  which  has  a  unique 
flavour  created  by  the  addition 
of  a  culture  to  the  cream. 


Start  with  milk. 


Separate  the  cream  from  the  milk. 

Churn  to  separate  the  butter  from  the  buttermilk. 

Add  salt  for  flavour.  (Not,  of  course,  in  unsalted 
butter). 


Butter,  an  excellent  dietary  source  of  vitamin  A, 
is  naturally  golden  yellow.  If  cows  are  not  feeding 
on  pasture  (e  g.  in  winter),  natural  colouring 
may  be  added. 


Imitations  can’t. 


•  Start  with  corn,  soya  beans,  sunflower  seeds, 
vegetables.  Most  Canadian  margarines  are 
made  from  vegetable  oils.  However,  it  is  also 
permissible  and  possible  to  make  margarine 
from  fish  oils,  from  lard  and  from  tallow. 

•  Extract  the  oil  from  the  vegetable  or  other  base 
substance.  Then  bleach  and  deodorize  the  oil 
to  remove  its  original  odour  and  colour. 

•  Hydrogenate  or  interesterify  to  solidify  the  oil. 

•  Add  an  emulsifier  to  the  oil. 

•  Add  vitamins  A  and  D. 

•  Add  flavour  and  colour  to  imitate  butter. 

•  Add  water,  skim  milk  or  whey  solids  and  salt. 
(There  is,  of  course,  no  salt  in  unsalted  margarine). 

•  Add  a  preservative  which  may  be  an  antibacterial 
agent  or  an  antioxidant.
